Hence it is, ἐμᾶς 
the molt learned Tranflators of the French 
Bibles have rendered the Text of thac Chap- 
ter, as if mo fuch Particle had been in the 
Greek or Latin. Aad in my opinion, they 
did well: For in reality ic has no manner 
of Idea in all chofe Places of that Chapter, 
bue is puc for Grace and Ornament’s fake. 
However, I have in the faid Chapter (πᾶς £ 
might not feem co omic the leaft Iora with- 
,ouc reafon) rendered it by the Particle, amd, 
as often as ic occurs; and in other Places of 
τῆς New Teftament fometimes by the Parci- 
cle dur; fometimes by the Particles, now, 
then, ond, whereupon, &c. as I judged thefe 
to be molt agreeable to the Genius of the 
Engiifh Tongue, and moft proper for conne- 
éting Sentences and Periods cogether.

FINTS. 


A Table of the Epifiles and Gofpels which 
are read at Raft ebronghout the whole 
Year (the Epiftles which are taken out 
of the old Teftament only excepted) and 
of the Chapters and Verfes where they 
are to be found in the new Teflament. 


The firft Figure denotes the Chapter, and 
tke other two Figures the Verfes tiat 
begin and end the Epiftle and Goafpel of 
each Day. Note that where there ts 10 
Fpiftle mentioned, nor Figure to denute 
it, that Day's Epijle ss taken out of 
the Old Teftament. 


For the better underftanding of this Table, the Lap. 
reader is defired to obferve chat rhe Church begins 
the year with the δ: Sunday of Advcus, aud tec- 
kors four Sundays to Chrifimar-Day, then follow 
the Feafts of Chrifimas to the Epiphany inclulive. 
From thence to che Sunday called Septtcagefima, cliere 
are in fame Years fix Suadays, in ome Years bur 
five, or four, and in fome bur three Sundays, accor- 
ding as Lent comes in earlier ot later. Then follow 
iu order the Sundays called Septuagefima, Sexagefima, 
ἀπὸ Quinguagefime. After thele immediately wow 
the tour Sundays called the fri, fecond, thing, and 
fourth Sundays of Quadragefina, next Pafion, Pain, 
and Eafier Sundays follow. From Eafler Sunday 
there are fix Sundays until lentccaff, called fittt, 
feeond, third, Ge.
